POSTAL INVESTIGATION. 


Postmaster 
General 
Payne Await* 


Answers to His Letters. 


Washington, May 5.—There are no 


important developments in the inves- 
tigation of affairs at the postoffice de- 
partment. Postmaster General Payne 
is awaiting responses to his letters to 
ex-Postmaster General Smith, Post- 
master Merritt of this city and ouers 
asking information regarding the re 
cent statements of S. W Tulloch, for- 
merly cashier of tue Washington post- 
office, concerning the administration 
of the postoffice department and of 
the office several years ago.

Assistant Postmafter General Bristow 
has already answered the letter and 
Postmaster Merritt will submit his re- 
port soon. Postmaster General Payne 
said that these letters would be con- 
sidered and subsequently given out in- 
dependently .unless something serious 
was developed. In which event the 
whole subject would be turned over 
to Mr. Bristow and embraced in the 
Investigation now in progress. 


Expensive to Uncle Sam. 


New York, May 5. — An important 


decision was handed down in the Unit- 
ed States circuit court by Judge Town- 
send which, if confirmed by the Unit- 
ed States circuit court of appeals, will 
cost the government many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in rebates paid 
to sugar importers. In 1898 the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining 
company and 


other concerns appealed from the ac- 
tion of the collector of the port in 
assessing duty on a certain test of 
sugars imported. The importers pro- 
tested to the general board of apprais- 
ers, asserting that the government's 
test was erroneonus and excessive. 
Judge Townsend decided that the gov- 
ernment method of testing introduced 
in 1897 was improper and should have 
conformed to the practice formerly 
followed.

A MODERN "THIRTY YEARS' WAR." 


Atje, or Atcheen, a little Sumatran 


Sultanate not larger than. Rhode Is- 
land, has been for thirty years the 
scene of war. The 600 000 inhabitants 
of what was up to 1873, an independent 
kingdom are not Sumatrans, but of a 
race that 200 years ago ruled over sev- 
eral islands in the Indian ocean and a 
part of the Malay peninsula. 


In 1824, when England and Holand 


were settling the boundaries, a treaty 
was sigrfed setting apart Atje as a 
nominally independent state under 
joint control of the two governments. 
*The plan failed, as point control failed 
in Samoa, and in 1872 the natives were 
fighting among themselves. The Dutch 
government intervened, and 
in 1873 


Atje was annexed to the Dutch posses- 
sions in Sumatra. 


War between the Dutch and the na- 


tives followed. In 1875 it was an- 
nounced that General Van der Hoyden 
had, by a crushing defeat of the native 
clSlels, ended the war. In a few months, 
however, the natives 
lenewed 
the 


strife and it has continued with short 
intervals of uncertain peace ever since. 
This long war has compelled Holland 
to keep a strong army In the Held, and 
has been as heavy a strain upon the 
government as some of the African 
wars have been to France and Eng- 
land. 


As the Sultan and his s,on have sur- 


rendered to the civil and military gov- 
ernor of Atje, it is believed that the 
war now is really at an end. With the 
pacification of the Atheen tribes, rail- 
ways and other public improvements 
that have been retarded by hostilities 
will be carried tp completion. 


Possibly the influence of American 


success in inaugurating a form of gov- 
ernment suited to the several tribes in 
the Philippines has been felt in Suma- 
tra. There is a way to bring even the
